Faith cannot apply with unfaltering confidence the 
great promise of the world’s redemption, while that faith fails in its applica- 
tion at home. Hope finds no anchor rock abroad, while moral death reigns at 
ous doors. And Charity tires as she walks the earth in her mission of 
mercy, unless that charity be exercised at home. 

This home work"we have confided to the direction of the American Bap- 
tist Home Mission Society. The aim of this society is, to work for the 
churches at home, that God may work through them abroad. With a country 
laved by the waters of two ocedns, embracing every variety of soi! and pro- 
duction, with civil institations granting and guarding the rights and liberties 
of its people, with a population impregnated with the tireless energy of the 
Anglo-Saxon, it is not one privilege - but our imperative duty to make 
this field the scene of indefatigable effort. The masses of ignorance and 
idolatry hurled upon our shores, the tide of emigration now filling that mighty 
valley, whose moral and religious influence will soon sway the destinies of 
the nation; an insidious infidelity gathering in its toil the young, the ho 
of the land, demand of the churches enlarged effort in the work of evangeli- 
zing our own country. The salvation of the world depends greatly, under 
God, upon the faith, the zeal, and the spirituality of American churches. 
As they labor at home, so will they operate abroad. 

In this work the Home Mission Society has had in its service the past 
year 134 agents and missionaries. A portion of these have been distributed 
the present year as follows: New Hampshire and Vermont, 2; New York, 
6; New Jersey, 2; Delaware,1; Texas, 1; Arkansas, 2; Kentucky, 2; 
Missouri, 1; Illinois, 24; Indiana, 14; Ohio, 4; Michigan, 28; Wiscon- 
sin, 12; lowa, 13; Oregon, 3; California, 2; and Canada, 12. Eighteen 
states and territories have been occupied ; 453 stations supplied ; 774 persons 
baptized ; 45 churches organized ; and 27 ministers ordained. 

Since the organization of this society, 1314 ministers of the gospel have 
received its commission; they have jointly performed 1150 years of labor; 
baptized 17,374 persons ; organized 673 churches; and ordained 312 minis- 
ters. At the present moment, fields of increasing interest and promise are 
open to us. Even in the States north of the Ohio, posts important in their 
respective States, might be advantageously occupied. New Mexico, with 
its half-civilized population ; the rushing emigration to the new territories 


| Of Minnesota and California, characterized by intelligence and energy, de- 


mand efforts hitherto unattempted. The rapidly peopling empire of the 
Pacific is destined to be the commercial mart of our land. New avenues 
of trade between America and Asia will thus be opened, and the expandin 

population of the West must act for good or ill upon the idolatrous masses 0 

Asia. The issue is with the church. Upon her God has laid the responsi- 
bility. Here, where the East and West meet together, a liberal hand 
should sow the truth; the church should make the opening thoroughfare of 


commerce, an highway of the Lord. Let the gospel be impressed upon our * 


land, and its truths find a home in living hearts, and “* God with us,” we may 
widen and extend our field until the earth is redeemed. 

Your committee would, therefore, commend the following : 

Resolved, That in view of the widely-extending field in our own land, the 
churches composing this Convention, are called to co-operate more liberally

REPORT ON THE BIBLE CAUSE. 


Whereas, the Bible faithfully translated and circulated, in the languages 
of the nations of the earth, is the great summary to enlighten the under- 
standing, and purify the hearts of men, not only with respect to their eternal 
salvation, but also in respect to the true idea of civil liberty and religtous 
freedom. And, whereas, the common mind in the nations of Central and 
Southern Europe, is struggling for that liberty and freedom with energy 
and effort, which have upheaved and shattered the systems of ecclesiastical 
and political despotism, and in an especial and unprecedented manner, pre- 
pared the way for the infusion of the gospel of liberty and salvation, by 
the wider circulation of the Holy Scriptures ; therefore 

Resolved, That we rejoice to know that the American and Foreign Bible 
Society has authorized Br. J.G. Oncken to employ ten colporteurs, to 
stereotype a duodecimo Bible and 32mo. Testament in Hamburg; to print 
for Austria alone 50,000 copies of the New ‘lestament already stereotyped ; 
and that we will aid with increased contributions, their greatly increased 
expenditures, with a view to raise $50,000 this year. 

Resolved, That we regard it as a privilege to aid the Society also in a” 
wider circulation of the Bible among the Karens, Bengalese, Chinese, and 
Siamese; and in Orissa, France, Oregon, New Mexico, California, and 
wherever God opens a door for the entrance of his own word.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Our denomination in this country was called to the work of Foreign Mis- 
sions by a special providence of God. The voice which beckoned us to this 
vast field of benevolent enterprise, still urges us forward. It encourages 
our hearts and hands, as it bids us survey the results of the past, and behold 
the signs of promise for the future. God has smiled upon our efforts, he 


SSS ee 


has blessed our missivnaries, and the history of every year testifies that our - 


labors have not been in vain. He, indeed, points us to the fruits which al- 
ready appear in the seventeen different missions which we have established 
among the heathen, in the four quarters of the globe, with the one hundred 
and ninety-eight stations and out-stations connected therewith, as the rally- 
ing points for upwards of three hundred Christian laborers, foreign and 
native, in active service. Scattered among these missions, as 80 many 
lights amid the darkness of earth, are one hundred and forty-eight churches 
of Christ, containing an aggregate of about twelve thousand members. And 
springing up by the side of these churches are fifty schools, embracing as 
many as fifteen hundred pupils. During the past year, more than two 
thousand converts have been baptized ; and the missions have been recruited 
by sending out from this country twelve laborers, while the pecuniary means 
contributed to prosecute the enterprise, have never been more abundant. The 
tokens of the Divine favor attending our efforts, call us to a more vigorous 
prosecution of the blessed work in which we are engaged, and encourage us 
to hope for corresponding success. 

We need 2 more enlarged view of the greatness and grandeur of this en- 
terprise, of its pressing necessities, and of our own obligations to meet them. 
A world lying in wickedness, its dark places full of the habitations of 
cruelty and sorrow, its vast degraded population hastening to an awful ret- 
ribation, should be continually before us, with the words of the Redeemer’s 
last command thundering in our ears. We need a deeper ee with 
Christ, a more entire identification with him, in the work of the world’s re- 
demption. His spirit of sacrifice and benevolence should be more active 
within us, and working out with irrepressible desire and effort, the fulfilment 
of the prayer, “ Thy kingdom come.” 

It becomes us to exercise a stronger faith in tue efficacy of the gospel, 
and in the premises of God. Do we comprehend, as we ought, the adapta- 
tion and mightiness of the one for effecting its design, and what powerful 
motives and strong encouragements may be drawn from the other? Do we 
feel it, as a soul-penetrating impression, when we preach the 1 or at- 
tempt to diffuse it ; that it is, to al] men of every condition who will receive 
jt, the wisdom of God and the power of God unto salvation? Do we look 
forward to the future, and anticipate the universal and long prevalence of 
Christianity, with that intensity of desire and interest w by the 
predictions and promises of the word of God? Here we ma then 
our confidence and brighten our hopes.

In the smaljerehurch- 
es the pastor might make the collections while on 
‘ig pastoral visits; in the larger ones, collectors 
might be appointed whose duty it should be to col- 
lect the mony by a specified time’ In these, or in 
any other more convenient way, the apportionments 
of the churches might be raised without inconve- 
nience, and the missionaries spared the unpleasant 
duty of making collections—a task that does not 
properly belong to them—while they would have 
the opportunity of devoting themselves “wholly to 
the ministry of the word” 


The National Fast. 

The first Friday in August next is the day spe- 
cified by the President of the United States to be 
observed as a day of Fasting, Humiliation, and 
Prayer, on account of the pestilence that is pre- 
vailing to such an alarming extent throughout our 
country. That the day will be religiously observ- 
ed by thousands and tens of thousands, there can- 
nt be a doubt; for when the judgments of God 
are abroad in the land, men will remember and 
turn unto Him. But there is reason also to believe 
that thousands who profess to believe in God as 
“the giver of every good and perfect gift,” will not 
regard the day, nor stop to call upon Him for help 
“in whose hands our lives are.” In those particu- 
lar localities where the pestilence is raging with 
the greatest violence, it may be naturally suppos- 
ed that professing Christians, at least, will turn 
aside from their daily avocations and humble them- 
selves before the divine hand that is afflicting 
them; but in other sections, where the hand of the 
destroyer has thus far been stayed, men may for 
get the source of all their mercies, and neglect to 
call upon God for help. 

The judgment is national in its character. Not 
a city, town, or hamlet, can claim exemption from 
the wasting pestilence, and already have a major- 
ity of our cities been visited with the disease, and 
thousands upon thousands have fallen before it.— 
There should be a national humiliation on account 
of it—a turning unto God that He may avert His 
judgments. When the Israelites were suffering 
the chastisements of the Almighty, “and were 
brought low for their iniquity, He regarded their 
afflictions ; and He remembered them for His cov- 
enant, and repented according to the multitude of 
"His mercies.” So may it be with us, if the cho- 
sen people of God will call upon His name. 

The day should not only be observed in refer- 
ence to the pestilence, but also in view of the spir- 
‘itual interests of the church. With here and there 
a solitary and heart-cheering exception, a religious 
dearth prevails throughout the land. Would it 
not be well for all the churches in our widely ex- 
tended country te meet on the day named, and in 
addition to the observance of the Fast which seems 
to be called for in a voice that cannot be mistaken, 
also to call upon God for a diffusion of his Holy 
Spirit and a general revival of religion? The 
time seems to be peculiarly appropriate for such a 
service. For several years past there has been no 
general revival of religion ; and in many of our 
churches, instead of additions, there has been a 
gradual diminution of members by death, remo- 
vais and other causes; and now, in the midst of 
this general declension, God is visiting His peo- 
ple in judgment. Is it not time then for a general

for four years—-the term of office to be by 
them determined, by lot sr otherwise ; the 
vacancies to be filled by appointment by 
the Legislature, for the residue of the term 
which shall so become vacant; and the 
Superintendent of Common Schools ex- 
officio, shall also be a member of said 
board. 

Sec. 3. ‘The expenses necessarily incur- 
red by said ‘rustees, in the discharge of 
their duties, shall be defrayed out of the 
funds herein appropriated, for the support 
of said school ; and they shal! receive no 
compensation for their services, 

Sec 4. To said board of trustees shall 
be committed the location of said school ; 
the application of the funds for the support 
thereof, the appointment of teachers, and 
power of removing the same: to prescribe 
the stadies and exercises of the school, rules 
for its managemeut, and granting diplomas; 
and they shall report annually to the Legis- 
iature their own doings, and the pr gress 
and condition of the school, and the said 
trustees aro hereby authorized to change 
the location of said normal school, from 
time to time, as they deem best for the in- 
terest.of said school, and for the accom. 
modation of the pupils in the different 
parts of the State; provided suitable build- 
ings and fixtures are’furnished without ex- 
pense to the State. . 

Sec. 5. The number of pupils shall not 
exceed two hundred and twenty : and the 
visitors of each school society in the State 
shall be requested to forward to the Super- 
intendent of Common Schools, annually, 
the names of four persons, two of each 
sex, applicants for admission to said schoul, 
wh ym the said’visitors shall certify they 
have examined and approved as possessed 
of the qualifications required of teachers of 
common schools in this State; which ap- 
plicants shall have given to said visitors a 
written declaration, signed with their own 
hands, that ther object in seeking admis- 
sion to the school teachers ; and that it is 
their intention to engage in that employ- 
ment in this State, which application the 
said visitors shall recommend to the trus- 
tees as suitable persons, by their age, 
character, talents and attainments, to be 
received ss pupils in .he normal school. 
The trustees shall select by lot, from the 
whole number of applicanis from each 
county, the proportion of pupils to which 
such county is entitled by its population, of 
male and , each an equal nomber : 
Provided, that not more than ono shall be,

For the support of said normal 
school there is hereby appropriated the bo-

Av Act in alteration of “An Act concern- 
ing Education.” 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in General As- 
sembly convened, The Principal of the 
state normal school, shall be, ex-officio, 
superintendent of common schools, whose 
duty it shall be to exercise a geneial super 
vision over the common schools of the 
state, to collect information from school 
visitors in the twenty-fifth section of the 
Act concerning Education and from other 
sources, to prepare and submit an annua! 
report to the General Assembly, contain- 
ing a statement of the condition of the 
common schools of the state, plans and 
suggestions for the improvement and better 
organization of the common school sys- 
tem, and all such maiters relating to his 
office and to the interests of education as 
he shall deem expedient to communicate. 

Sec. 2. That the superintenden: appoint- 
ed by virtue hereof be, and he is hereby 
authorized and directed to hold at one 
convenient place in each county of the 
state in the months of September, October 
or November, annually, schools or con- 
ventions of teachers, for the purpose of in- 
structing in the best modes of governing 
and teaching our common schools, and to 
employ one suitable person to assist him 
at each of said schools. 

Sec. 3. ‘That the compensation of the 
Superintendent shall be three dollars per 
day, in full for his services while actually 
employed in performing the duties requir- 
ed of him by law, and shall be allowed his 
necessary disbursements for travelling ex- 
penses, stationery, printing and clerk hire, 
in the business of said office. And the 
person or persons by him employed in as- 
sisting at said school shall be allowed not 
exceeding three dollars per day for the 
time occupied in travelling to and from, 
and attending said school conventions; 
which compensaticn and disbursements 
shall be paid from the civil list funds of the 
state, afler being taxed and allowed by the 
Comptroller, who shall draw an order on 
the State Treasurer therefor. 

Sec. 4. ‘The superintendent of common 
schools be, and the same is hereby direct- 
ed to give seasonable notice to each school 
society of the times and places of holding 
said schools or conventions, and such oih- 
er notice to the teachers as he may deem 
expedient. 

Sec. 5. That so much of the tenth sec- 
tion of the Act concerning Education as 
constitutes the Commissioner of the School 
Fund, ex-officio, Superintendent of Com- 
mon Schools, and the resolve, passed in 
1848, providing for the employing persons 
to hold schools of teachers, and for holding 
the same, be, and the same are hereby re- 
pealed. Provided, that the Commissioner 
of the School Fund shall, ex-offtcio, remain 
Superintendent of Common Schools, exer- 
cising all the powers heretofore conferred 
on him, until the principal of the state nor- 
mal school shall be appointed and enter on
